Skutt Gives 
School Tax 
Information 

Presents Figures tor 
Voters' Consideration 

Tentative plans for financing 
the $242,000 school bond issue 
have been released by Charles 
A. Skutt, superintendent of 
schools. 

The bond issue for the new 
elementary school is to be pre¬ 
sented to the voters on May 5 
at a special election. 

Skutt said that even though 
bond interest rates are rising, 
it is expected that the interest 
rate on this bond issue will not 
exceed three per cent. 

Skutt went on to explain that 
present plans are for the re¬ 
demption of the bonds at the 
rate of $12,000 per year over a 
20-year period, with the extra i 
$2000 to be redeemed in the 
latter part of the schedule. The j 
amount due at the end of the , 
first year to cover redemption 
and interest charges would 
amount to $19,260. 

“With the present assessed 
valuation of the Sierra Madre 
City School District of $9,500,- 
000, this charge could be met 
by a 20-cent tax rate increase,” 
Skutt says. “For example, a 
home assessed at $3000 would 
be taxed an additional six dol¬ 
lars annually, or 50 cents a 
month.” 

Mr. Skutt continued, “It will 
be of interest to the taxpayer 
to note that the bonds for the 
existing large school building 
will be completely redeemed in 
1958. Since these bonds are 
being^paid off by a tax rate 
of 19 cents per 100 dollars, the 
total tax rate for school build¬ 
ings after 1958 will be about 
the same as it is today.”

Local TV Controversy Takes 
New Trend in Night Attack 


What is the New School Bond 
Issue All About... ? 


One of the most important 
school issues in the history of 
Sierra Madre will be presented 
for voters' consideration May 5. 
the date set for the $242,000 
school bond election. 

Because the News believes 
the public should hear what 
the City School Board of Trus¬ 
tees has to say on the matter, 
it is offering a series of arti¬ 
cles, released by the Board of 
Trustees, to be printed each 
week between now and election 
time. 

This is the second part in the 
series. 

As school population pres¬ 
sure was again felt in 1949-50, 
plans were again made for a 
small and immediate building 
program on the present site of 
5.2 acres. This bond election 
was for $86,000 which was to 
purchase additional land, build 
classrooms and buy negded 
playground equipment. 

In order to allow additional 
buildings and to provide play¬ 
ground space on this site, com¬ 
mitments were made , to the 
State Division of School House 
Planning * to purchase an ad¬ 
ditional two acres of land in 
four parcels; three 50-foot lots 
on Auburn avenue and the 
Davis property on Grandview 


avenue. This was in line with 
the minimum requirements of 
the State for a basic five acres 
for an elementary school site 
and an additional one acre for 
each additional 100 students. 

The bond issue was passed, 
the Auburn avenue lots were 
purchased, the Davis property 
has just been purchased after 
long negotiation, the four 
classrooms were built and are 
in their second year of use. 

During the 12 months elapsed 
time between the bond issue 
decision and the actual letting 
of bids for the new unit, the 
cost of building had such a 
rapid increase that additional 
funds were needed. These were 
supplied by a 30c tax rate in¬ 
crease for the 1951-52 year only. 
Part of this additional money 
is now in our reserve fund and 
will be used to develop the ad¬ 
ditional land on Auburn ave¬ 
nue and furnish playground 
equipment there. Another por¬ 
tion of this was used to pur¬ 
chase the Davis property and 
will demolish the house there. 
Most of these funds were re¬ 
quired to complete payment on 
the new building.

What was apparently the intentional destruction of television 
wires in the Sierra Madre Canyon area Monday night, discovered 
by Charles "Bill" Harriman, 725 Woodland drive, whose TV re¬ 
ception was blanked out by the alleged attack, was reported to 
police Tuesday morning by re- __ 


presentatives of Meyer Televis¬ 
ion, the company which had 
rigged the booster-type TV in¬ 
stallations. 

The report was almost coin¬ 
cidental with the establishment 
of a Teleplex type system 
bringing a direct signal from 
Mt. Wilson last Monday which, 
according to Ed Meyer, can 
conduct all channels. The new 
system represents four weeks 
work by the Meyer Company, 
with the help of Harriman, 
Donald Scolley, 730 Woodland 
drive, and William E. Bowers, 
686 Brookside lane. 

Bowers, a member of Sierra 
Madre’s Planning Commission, 
first began the project that be¬ 
gins with an antenna at a for¬ 
estry marker, Point F-46, which 
also, is a helicopter landing 
about two miles from Mt. Wil¬ 
son. From there a Teleplex wire 
leads 6150 feet to an amplifier 
owned by Meyer Television 
near Little Santa Anita dam in 
Sierra Madre Canyon. 

All of which help to explain 
why City Council recently pass¬ 
ed a motion to hire a specialist 
in the field of television to 


study Sierra Madre’s reception 
problems. The TV problem, 
complicated from the begin¬ 
ning, has grown more so with 
each succeeding week bring¬ 
ing claims and counter-claims 
from local television dealers. 

There is no “master antenna” 
system for instance, that can 
be installed on one site in Sier¬ 
ra Madre that will bring per¬ 
fect television reception to resi¬ 
dents hooking up for seven TV 
channels, according to Edward 
Sonhenfeld, Sierra Madre radio 
and TV dealer. 

With the help of engineers 
from International Telemeter 
Corporation, Sonnenfeld says he 
has made spot tests with mo¬ 
bile antenna and receiver units 
in all sections of Sierra Madre 
in efforts to gain factual infor¬ 
mation for presentation to City 
Council during the current in¬ 
vestigation of various commu¬ 
nity TV systems by City Attor¬ 
ney Guy Cornyn.

Chief McMillan Tells Need 
In Fight Against Narcotics 


ONE OF THE MOST PROMINENT RESEARCHERS in television reception within the Sierra Madre 
area has been Edward Sonnenfeld, shown at the far right, who has made four surveys throughout 
the vicinity with TV mobile test units assisted by engineers of International Telemeter Corporation, 
Ted Lucas Jr., and Dave Loew Jr. The latter a re shown by the trailer-antenna which, they say, has 
helped them find the only locations that can be put to practical use, either singly or in combina¬ 
tion, for a successful "Master Antenna" system here. Sonnenfeld—the "Eddie" of "Eddie's TV and 
Radio Service"—says that, under the Telemeter franchise, television hook-ups would be made avail¬ 
able to all local dealers, thus ridding the city and TV fans from the necessity of further "wire 
stringing." 


Chief of Police Gordon G. Mc¬ 
Millan, speaking at a meeting 
of the Harter Chapter of the 
Women’s Christian Temperance 
Union March 26, stressed the 
need of education in the home 
as a means of fighting the nar¬ 
cotics problem. 

“Law enforcement and edu¬ 
cation should go hand in hand 
toward the prevention of the 
use of narcotics,” he said. 

He spoke to an interested 
audience who were informed 
that the local Police Depart¬ 
ment had at least one officer 
who, in addition to his past 
training, is still receiving class 
instruction by the County Sher¬ 
iff’s Detail Squad on the detec¬ 
tion and apprehension of nar¬ 
cotic addicts and the law-viola¬ 
tor, the dope peddlar. 

Some of the highlights of his 
speech were: 

The number of users of ille¬ 
gal narcotics in the United 
States is unknown except 
where addicts have been con¬ 
fined to institutions for assist¬ 
ance in cure. 

The contagion factor is very 
high; users make more users 
for the reason that narcotics 
are sold at a terrific price and 
in order to satisfy his craving 
for the narcotics he resorts to 


peddling the dope. 

Juveniles become addicts 
usually through experimenta¬ 
tion. There is no real cure for 
narcotic addiction; 80 to 90 per 
cent of those released from in¬ 
stitutions as cured return to 
the use of the drug. 

Prevention is the only hope. 

Narcotics are divided into 
two general classes, the de¬ 
pressants like heroin, and the 
excitants like marijuana. 

“The use of marijuana, con¬ 
sidered less harmful, usually 
leads to the use of the more 
dangerous drug,” Chief Mc¬ 
Millan said. 

McMillan also informed his 
audience that all local police 
officers have received a brief¬ 
ing on the narcotic subject 
through the efforts of the 
County Detail Narcotic Squad 
of the Los Angeles Copnty 
Sheriff’s Department. 

He stated that a cross-section 
of all classes and races shows 
that addiction to narcotics is 
found everywhere, and that ad¬ 
dicts resort to more than dope 
peddling. The addict’s terrific 
and unsalable craving makes 
of him a thief, robber, killer, 
and a desperate criminal. He 
will do anything to satisfy that 
narcotic craving.

be fairest, and most adequate, 
to the community as well as 
to the dealers.who invest in 
the antennae, coaxial, systems. 

The difference between an 
antenna and a coaxial set-up 
is a technical one that may 
seem easily defined at first 
glance, but which becomes 
quite involved when the ques¬ 
tion, “To franchise or not to 
franchise?” enters in. 

The owner of "Thompson’s 
TV Towne,” for instance—Jesse 
Thompson by name—apparent¬ 
ly is less involved in the com¬ 
munity TV 
most, r 
to bring in a low cost coaxial 
cable system from Arcadia, 
with enough trunk lines to 
make “wire stringing” unnec¬ 
essary—and let it go at that. 

Meyer Television, on the oth¬ 
er hand, already is operating 


“master antennae systems” 
with booster stations so satis¬ 
factorily, in the opinion of cus¬ 
tomers, that said customers 
have written to City Council re¬ 
questing that councilmen make 
personal investigations of the 
Meyer system before passing 
an opinion. A number of them 
have appeared before Council 
in person, asking their rights 
to use the Meyer antenna set¬ 
ups. 

Principal drawback to the 
Meyer system, according to 
City Council, is that it requires 
stringing wires above streets 
in some areas, in order to make 
use of neighborhood booster 
arguments than stations. Such wire stringing, 
He states that he hopes to present date, is against the 

law. 

City Council, meanwhile, is 
up against the problems of de¬ 
ciding whether a franchise, 
such as Sonnenfeld and others 
seek, is the best in the long 
run, or whether it would be 
more equitable to amend pres¬ 
ent laws against “wire string¬ 
ing” to enable continuance and 
development of the Meyer sys¬ 
tem, which Meyer’s customers 
claim is best on the basis of 
low cost and clear reception of 
most channels. 

On the subject of franchise, 
which companies other than 
Telemeter are seeking in Sierra 
Madre, Sonnenfeld claims that 
such a franchise, if granted to 
Telemeter, would bo not for 
himself, but for the Interna¬ 
tional Telemeter Corporation 
which, he says, is successfully 
operating its system in Palm 
Springs against TV difficulties, 
and through which local deal¬ 
ers might install television re¬ 
ceptions for their customers 
without anyone being hamp¬ 
ered by “monopoly.” 

Meanwhile, many local TV 
fans take a rather dim view 
of the whole thing, as they 
continue to rig their yards and 
roof-tops with antennae that 
range from simple design to 
the fantastic. What they want, 
they say, is less talk and more 
reception!
